of each species killed by him during 
the preceding year. 


While allowance must be made 


for game killed by farmers on their 
own land and animals trapped by 
boys under 16 who are not required 
to take out licenses, which might 
•well the total by about twenty per 
cent, this record Is of value as show- 
ing the relative danger from year to 
year and determining whether or 
not any species is in danger of ex- 
termination.
